Superior; but Providence leems to have fupplied that 
Deficiency, if I may call it one, by adding another on 
the oppofite Edge of the Wing, called The Abdomi¬ 
nal Membrane, and is coloured Purple.

PREFACE, 


T he ufefulnefs of the following little worl^ 
will be obvious at firft view, to any one 
who has the flighted: acquaintance with this part 
of Natural Hiftory: The author found it fo ne- 
pelTary, that he always carried a copy of it ia his 
pocket ever fnce he began to colled the diffe¬ 
rent fpecies of the Lepidoptera. 

What is now offered to the Publick has been 
revifed and properly arranged, fo that it is truly 
a compendium and repofitory of every new dif- 
covery of the author’s refearches for almoft thefe 
thirty years diligent application.. 

It is divided into eight columns : 

1l\\q Firji contains a Catalogue of the Engll/h 
Names of Moths and Butterflies, which 
axe ^•anged in alphabetical order for the more ea- 
fy finding any fubjed enquired for. 

The Second fliews what the Infeds feed upon 
in the Caterpillar ffate.

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The T^hird^ the t;ime§ of the transformation 
jnto the Chryfalis, 

, The Fourthy the times when it appears in the ■ 
winged flate, and the length of tirne it has lain 
in Chryfalis, . 

. In the F^th is precifely fet down how much 
Ae Fly meafnres, or expands, from the tip of 
one wing to the tip of the other, in inches and 
' parts of an inch. 

^‘'The,points out the places where the in¬ 
fects' frequent, or are commonly found, in the 
winged flate. 

The /eventh is a fhort defcription of the up¬ 
per fide of the wings, intended to affifi: the me¬ 
mory of the reader, and that he may the better 
difb’nguiih one from another: It is therefore 
hoped, the brevity of the defcriptions will be 
excufed, as the qature of this work could 
not admit of defcriptions more particular and 
full, as it is only meant to give an idea of 
each, and in what they differ from one another^ 

In the Eighth column are the Linnean Names, 

with 
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with the number annexed to each infed as it is 
numerically placed in that author, in his twelfth 
edition^ 

It is necelTary to acquaint the reader, that 
where the particular day of the month is fet 
down in the third and fourth columns, it is not 
there meant that the infed is exad to that par¬ 
ticular day as to its transformation, or appearance 
in the winged /late, but mu/l be under/lood to 
be as near as poflible about the time; and 
that the infed remains as long in the Chry- 
falis date as the difference between the days of 

the month fet down in each column.-As for 

example: The Admirable^ the fecond infed in 
the Catalogue, is mentioned as changing into 
Chryfalis the loth of July, and coming forth in 
the flying date the id of Augud i this is to fig- 
nify, that the beginning, or fird part of July is 
about the time for the generality of that fpecies 
to change into Chryfalis ; and the Caterpillar, 
which happens to change on the loth of July, 
will come forth in the winged date on the drd 
of Augud, as they always remain three weeks -in 
the Chryfalis date. 

It mud alfo be obferved, that of fome of the 
b Lepidoptera 
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Lepidoptera tKere are two or three broods in 4 
Summer, confequently the feparate times of the 
feveral broods mufl be noted, as well of their, 
transformation into the Chryfalis, as tjreir appear¬ 
ance in the winged ftate. Here I was under the 
neceffity of fetting down two or three different 
months in one column. For the better under- 
/landing of which, we will give the Speckled: 
iuood, 49, as an example : In the third column 
is placed Mar. May, in the fourth 

April, ^une, Aug. here is meant, that the Ca¬ 
terpillars which change into Chryfalis in March 
appear in the fly in April ^ the Caterpillars from 
this brood change in May and appear in June y 
and again the Caterpillars proceeding froiti fe- 
cond brood, change into Chryfalis in July, aiid 
come forth in the flying flate in Augufl, 

1 have alfo given an alphabetical Lift of Lin- 
fiean Names to as many of the Englifh fpecies as 
I could find in that author; pjr as many as I was 
certain agreed with thofe of the Englifh infeds, 
for there are a great number of which I was 
doubtful, and chbfe not to admit them for fear 
pf making miflakes. This Lift refers to the 
Englifh one, where the hiftory of the infcd in¬ 
quired after may be found, 

i Had 
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I Iiad once determined to give neceffary and 
fall diredions to the young beginner relative to 
the collefting, breeding, and managing the va¬ 
rious fpecies, in their feveral ftates j but as that 
has been induftrioufly treated on by others, I 
fhall content myfelf with fetting down forne 
rules and remarks founded on my own expe¬ 
rience, and which are very neceffary to be 
known, as they will prevent accidents, and fucli 
as the cdlleftor Would riot perhaps know how to 
account for. > 

And/j^, Let not the boxes which are taken 
in the pocket for Caterpillars, nor the cages 
rnade for breeding infedls be made of deal or fir, 
except they be wxll lined with paper; for the 
effluvia of the turpentine, raifed by the heat of 
the pocket, or that of the fun, is extremely pre¬ 
judicial to them, and feldom fails to deftroy the 
greateff part of the Caterpillars contained there¬ 
in for any length of time. The caufe of the 
deaths of the C-aterpiUars, found at the bottoms 
of cages, or pocket boxes, is generally attribut¬ 
ed to bruifes got in beating the trees for them 
at the time of coUediing them, which is a great 
miffake, as thole which happen to be injured in 
heating, feldom die till the time of changing 

theit 
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their fkin, or of their transformation, and will 
ileverthelefs eat heartily till either of thefe times 
approach4 If the inlide of the cages or boxes be 
well lined with paper, as aforefaid, and air holes 
made in the hdes and tops, covered with crape, 
or canvafs, 6cc. to admit the air, it will in a 
very great meafurc prevent the above ill elfecfts. 

idijfy It is needlefs to go out to colledt infedls 
if the weather is cool, or much wind Hiring, as 
at fuch times almoft all kinds of infedls conceal 
themfelves, dreading the wind as much as they 
dillike the cold. Many fruitlefs journies have 
been made even in the midft of fummer on this 
account. A warm and damp air, fuch as ge¬ 
nerally comes after rain, is what almoft all forts 
of Infefts are fond of, in every Hate 3 and it is 
moHly for this reafon they fly fo near the earth 
at fuch times, that they may enjoy the humidity 
which arife in Hearns from the ground. In hot 
and dry days it is common to obferve the But¬ 
terflies fettle in numbers on the mud in ditches 3 
and I have often feen above twenty fo clofe to¬ 
gether as to be contained within the circumfe¬ 
rence of a fmall hoop 3 by which it is found that 
heat with moiHure beH agrees with their nature. 

But 
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But the Garden White is as good a token foi* 
fine weather as may be ; when thefe flies are out 
in a morning, it feldom or ever happens but a 
fine day enfues. This fly is alfo called the T^ally 
for the S’lvalhwtail, which appears from the 
Chryfalis at the fame times of the year, as may 
be feen by the Catalogue. 

'^dlyy In the prefervation of the Chryfalides 
during the winter, be fure to keep them in cold 
and moifl: places, as in a cellar or out houfe, 
otherwife the'greateft part of them will be kil¬ 
led, efpecially thofe whofe nature it is to change 
in the earth, as they cannot bear to be kept 
w’^arm and dry, which is apt to exhale the nutri¬ 
tive moiflure from them, hardeus their fhell, 
and weakens the infefts fo much, that at the 
time when they fhould appear in their flying 
flate, they have not flrength left fuflicient to 
burfi open the Chryfalis and come forth of their 
confinement 5 in this cafe the miferable animal 
mufl; die, as many have done, occafioned in- 
tirely by this mifmanagement of them. 

Afthly, When any of the Lepidopfera are ex¬ 
tended on the letting board beneath the card 

braces> 
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ixrac^s, let them remain in that fituatlon, till 
not only the ^queons moiilure be evaporated* 
put. J:lw oily and faline particles, which will in 
^a great meafure |fly ofF alFo, otherways the con- 
/e.quence will be bad : viz. the wings will not 
only Hart from their natural pofition, but the 
bodies with the antenna will grow mouldy when 
in the cabinet, or repohtory; and what is of 
Wprfp conl^quence^ tliey will breed millions of 
An'mfikuk wl>ich v/ill infallibly deflroy them, 
except fome remedy is applied. I would there¬ 
fore advife they may be kept in fome dry place 
open to the air, and where they may be free from 
duH for a confiderable length of time before 
they are placed in the cabinets 

phlyi If at any time the infedls* in a cabinet 
pr box where they are placed ferr prefervatipn, 
Ihould appear as if growing mouldy, or be in¬ 
fected with fmall Animalciiky which is known 
by a kind of duft feen beneath the abdomen ; in 
this cafe the fmOke of tobacco is the only effec-? 
tual remedy, which mutt be blown through the 
fmall end of a pipe admitted through a hole 
made for that purpofe at the back part of the 
drawer or box, this not only corrects the putrid 

and 



and ftagnant air, but deftroys thofe formidable 
enemies which often deftroy whole cabinets of 
Infedis : this will preferve them for twelve-, 
months, when it will be necelTary to ad the fame 
part over again. It may be feared and objeded 
that the fmoke may in fome meafure damage the 
infeds, but a little experience will plainly evince 
t|^e contrary.
